As	a	resident	and	business	owner	in	a	rural	area,	I	am	keenly	aware	of	our	current	lack	of
competitive	Internet	service	providers.	I	provide	IT	services	to	our	local	community	and	often
encounter	issues	where	my	clients	are	stuck	with	substandard,	and	/	or	expensive	service	because
lack	of	other	options.	We	currently	have	basically	3	choices	for	high-speed	Internet:	The	phone
company	(Centurylink),	GorgeNet	(a	local	ISP),	and	the	only	cable	company	in	this	area	(Wave
Broadband).	The	first	two	choices	highest	offerings	are	DSL	-	20	Mbps	in	this	area.	The	cable
company	offers	somewhat	higher	speeds	but	include	a	data	cap.	We	need	more	competition,	not
less.
